The wobble of the fascist end of 


the Berlin-Rome axis is increasing 
dangerously. 


A fortnight ago* when the British 


signaled a major offensive against 
Mussolini I reported in this column 
that many military experts found it 
difficult to see how Italy could es- 
cape disaster unless Germany was 
able to save her. What was true 
then in the midst of the Albanian 
debacle is doubly true now in view 
of the Italian rout in western Egypt. 


Fascist Marshal • Graziani's army 


of invasion is definitely smashed, 
with huge loss in prisoners arid ma- 
terials. His main forces still remain 
intact in Libya,' but their heritage 
is a doubtful one. 


The Italian Humpty Dumpty of 


Egyptian conquest has had his fall, 
and it will take more than the 
king's horses and men to put him 
together again. 


Unconfirmed rumors that Hitler 


and Mussolini are about to meet are 
not surprising. This is the greatest 
military crisis the axis has encoun- 
tered thus far. 


Expect Slower Pace 


The British, after their initial suc- 


cess in the desert battle, said that 
the question of whether they could 
capitalize their smashing victory 
by an immediate invasion of Libya 
would depend on air supremacy—a 
very sound observation. It begins 
to look, however, as though tlvi An- 
glo-allied forces might be drawn in 
some distance on the swirling wake 
of the fast retreating fascists. 


A slowing down of the advance in 


the immediate 
future, 
though, 


would Be the normal procedure. The 
temptation to chase a fleeing enemy 
right into his own dugout is almost 
irresistible, but it's fraught with 
grave danger for the pursuer. 
He 


may find that he has drawn his 
communications out too thin and is 
cut off from supplies and reinforce- 
ments. 


This threat is the greater in the 


blazing desert wastes where every 
drop of water has to be transported. 
Terrible death lurks in an empty 
canteen. 


We may assume. I think, test the 


desert-wise British won't allow 
themselves to outrun their commu- 
nications. Considerable will depend 


of course, on the degree of enemy 
demoralization. 


Naval Is Vital 


As a matter of historic fact the 


British navy by a curious circum- 
stance has been enabled to do a 
mighty good job of assisting 
the 


Royal Air Force, and may also be 
able to help provide those all-im- 
portant new bases for the advanc- 
ing infantry. The story is fascinat- 
ing. 


The 
military highway 
along 


which the fascists are retreating 
runs close to the sea in both Egypt 
and Libya. That's lhc only motor 
road there is, and the armies are 
largely dependent on motor trans- 
port. 


British warships are nosing in 


close to this highway and are blast- 
ing the unhappy Italians and their 
supply trains as neatly as any war- 
plane could do. They also are bom- 
barding Italian coastal bases and 
there would seem to be no reason 
why they shouldn't be able to as- 
sist the quick transport of essential 
supplies to keep up with tho pro- 
gress of the British vanguard. 


Defy Mine Fields 


The daring efficiency of the Brit- 


ish navy in an emergency is being 
well demonstrated In the Egyptian 
show. Larry Allen, Associated Press 
correspondent aboard a destroyer in 
this action, gave this .graphic re- 
port: 


"The destroyer on which this is 


being written and other units of the 
British navy 
swept 
over 
mine 


fields to within half a mile of the 
hastily prepared (fascist) shore bat- 
teries and threw heavy fire at the 
Italians." 


This act of charging over a mine 


field (in a matter of extreme ur- 
gency) is typical of the British na- 
vy. I'm reminded of the remark a 
distinguished Briton made to me 
when the threat of a German in- 
vasion of England was great: 


"Let jt start." he exclaimed, "and 


our warships will ram their noses 
right up into the nazi shore bat- 
teries—and damn all!" 


He undoubtedly was right. 1 have 


dwelt on this phase of the Egyp- 
tian battle because Britain is de- 
pending mainly on the navy, with 
its blockade, to win the war. Inci- 
dents like the above show why.

Liquid Helium 
Costs Reduced 


Yale Scientist Has 
Machine Which Also 
Shortens Process 


New Haven, CMUL, —tD— A Yale 


University scientist has developed 
a machine which he said will ma- 
terially shorten the time and cost of 
making liquid, helium available in 
large quantities for experiments in 
the conductivity of metals. 


.Cecil T.-Lane, assistant profes- 


sor of physics, said that the in- 
creased supply of liquid gas also 
would aid in studying its properties. 


He explained that if it were pos- 


sible to produce an alloy supercon- 
ductive at ordinary temperatures, 
electrical power could be transport- 
ed great distances with no waste. 


Lane's machine, which he named 


after Peter Kaprtza. the celebrated 
Russian physicist who invented it. 
cost $5,000. took three years to build 
and turns out a'quart of liquid 
helium in two hours at a cost of 
$5 whereas heretofore the same 
amount cost $50 and required 24 
hours to produce. 


The apparatus has eliminated the 


necessity of using hydrogen, a high- 
ly explosive element. 


In constructing his machine. Lane 


was guided only by a rough sketch 
drawn by Kapitza before he aban- 
.doned the western scientific world 
in 1935 and returned to his native 
land. He has not been seen else- 
where since. 


Kapitza had built one machine at 


Cambridge University in England, 
but it was too complicated ,k> be 
dismantled readily for purposes of 
studying- its, construction, so Lane 
was compelled to use only the 
crude draft.

A wise and intelligent government, in-

If %ve merely spent twen- 
ty billions, aiming the expenditure intel- 
ligently at their needs and requirements, 
the job would be finished for a genera- 
tion and perhans several. 


It would not be such a difficult ques- 


tion if property qualified men were in 
charge to classify the members of the 
One-Third as to their needs, demands and 
qualities of performance. Neither would 
it give a particular brain fatigue to our 
intelligentsia to surround this program 
with practical provisions to prevent the

A few years ago, he put over a light- 


ning coup d'etat, kicked the rulers of 
Chile out into the street and declared the 
Socialist Republic of Chile with himself 
as the head. It wasn't his first excur- 
sion into the field of violence, but it was 
one of his most pronounced.

government failed after a few short days, 
they didn't take the Colonel out and shoot 
him, nor even cast him in a dungeon vile. 
He was exiled to Easter Island where he 
might gaze upon those huge pieces of pre- 
historic statuary that no one has yet been 
able- to translate or point the finger at 


— In the momentous struggle over 


foreign policy that will be fought out in the 
new congress convening in a few weeks, the 
spearhead of the isolationist side will be an or- 
ganization about which very little has been dis- 
closed. Its name is the America First Commit- 
tee. 


Except for some full-page newspaper ads and 


radio speeches after the destroyer-base swap, 
covertly attacking aid to Britain and the de- 
fense program, the organization has operated 
largely in the background. At present it is con- 
centrating on raising money and 'building up a 
nationwide network of local units, similar to 
the opposition William Allen White Committee 
to Defend America by Aiding the Allies, 


This destraint is not due to modesty. America 


First is merely biding its time. Plenty will be 
heard from it when the rhetorical guns begin to 
roar. 


America First is well fitted for the leader- 


ship of its cause. Under its banner are united 
the spokesmen of the various elements that 
constitute the chief opposition to the govern- 
ment's foreign policy— isolationists, big busi- 
ness appeasers. pacifists, fellow-travelers, and 
sub rosa Fascists. 


The origin of the committee is as interesting 


as its membership. America First is the product 
of Yale university, the brain-child of R. Doug- 
las Stuart, Jr., 24-year-old law school senior 
and son of the first vice president of the Qua- 
ker Oats Co. 
THE CONCEPTION 


Stuart got his fledgling movement ofl to a 


rousing start by staging a meeting for Colonel 
Lindbergh, with the aid of a group of class- 
mates and the faculty element that sponsored a 
speech by Earl Browder, head of the U. S. 
Communist Party. The same argument of free- 
dom of speech was used to defend both affairs. 


Lindbergh's talk was a ' big success, and 


Stuart's movement attracted the notice of cer- 
tain business and social leaders in Chicago. 
Chief among them were General Robert Wood, 
head of Sears, Roebuck; Edward L. Ryerson, 
director of Inland Steel and a number of other 
large concerns, including Quaker Oats; Mrs.

But shortly he was forgiven, and 
now he has a government position and 
walks the streets of Chile in freedom. 


On the other hand, Mexicans have 


boen shooting upon the slightest pretense 
those they suspected of a plot against the 
state. And overMn Spain, they are still 
executing enemies of the present regime. 


The best we can make of it is that if 


one is a little loud at the mouth, ora- 
torical and flailing with his arms, he is 
treated as somewhat haywire and pun- 
ished lightly. But if he be a sinister fig- 
ure who says little while he plans with 
scrupulous care, it is time to snuff out 
his life. ' •

Through these potent contacts, Stuart quick- 


ly met others who also were keenly interested 
in the possibilities of his movement. Among 
them were William Castle, under secretary of 
state in the Hoover cabinet, one of the closest 
intimates of the former president, and the or- 
iginal master mind behind Lindbcrg; Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler, isolationist Democrat; and 
Senator Bob Taft, runner-up for the GOP presi- 
dential nomination at Philadelphia. 


Stuart became so enthusiastic about Taft and 


his isolationist views that at the Philadelphia 
convention he refused to swing over to Willkie 
even after he was nominated, because Willkie 
advocated aid to Britain. 
THE BIRTH 


Inexperienced and somewhat naive, young 


Stuart and his movement were quickly taken 
in hand by skilled veterans. 


Wood, Bowles and other interested business 


men put their firms' publicity staffs to work 
on a big-scale promotional drive. They also 
obtained the crack services -of Batten, Barton, 
Durstine & Osborn', of which GOP Representa- 
tive Bruce Barton is president; Ruthrauff & 
Ryan; and several other big-shot advertising 
outfits. 


It was this aggregation- of master minds that 


planned and placed the newspaper ad cam- 
paign. The ads were prepared in rough draft 
by Stuart and turned over to William B. Ben- 
ton, vice president of the University of Chicago 
and former partner of Bowles. Benton thfen re- 
wrote them and sent them to Bowles, who did 
some more revising and relayed them to Gen- 
eral-Wood, who also made some changes. In 
this form they were published. 
BIG NAME COMMITTEE 


In addition to the promotional drive, a big- 


name execulive commiltee was set up, headed 
by Wood as chairman and Stuart as national 
director. Under this title young Stuart, operat- 
ing from his father's Quaker Oats office in the 
Chicago Board of Trade Building, is signing 
the letters and other literature in the money- 
raising campaign. 


The 'elder Stuart, not known to be particu- 


larly isolationist, has a fatherly pride in his 
son's meteoric rise. At the same time, he is fear- 
ful of the effect on Quaker Oats and not en- 
tirely at ease over having his son- use his office. 
There already have been some sharp protests 
from stockholders. 


Young Stuart says that contributions arc 


coming in at the rate of $150 a day, and that 
not iriore than $1,000 is accepted from any one 
person. 


While Stuart, Jr., is playing the role of gen- 


eral in his father's ornate office, the real mas- 
ter-minding of America First is securely in thc 
hands of the executive committee. This com- 
mittee is not only the heart of the organization 
but 
of 
the 
whole isolationist-appeasement 


movement. 
THE MASTER MINDS 


The following are the principal sparkplugs 


of the committee: 


Bowles, who with General Wood did most of 


thc early promotional work in the middle west 
and now is thc most dominant influence in thc 
organization with

ciated with it. The flyer's name appeared on 
one of the early America First lists, when be- 
hind the scenes he worked actively with Stuart 
and turned over to him his personal mailing 
list of thousands of names. Castle is convinced 
Germany will win the war and favors a con- 
ciliatory policy toward Japan, although he hot- 
ly denies that he is an appeaser.

very light kiss, since 1 thought 
about the germs the many visitors 
must have left on it 
As I leaned 


backward, however, I looked down 
at the ground 60 feet below. That 
made me want to get back to safe- 
ty in a hurry, so I gave the stone a 
kiss in a big hurry without taking 
pains to make it a "light" one.
